The Pennsylvania railroad plan for 
forestalling strikes and lockouts came 
into operation with 
the 
new year. 
Briefly put, this plan consists in sub­ 
mitting disputes and grievances to a 
joint committee of workers and man­ 
agers, who give decisions by a two- 
thirds vote. In other words, it is one 
more form of that industrial democ­ 
racy which is filtering through the 
economic structure of the nation and 
seems destined to change that struc­ 
ture far more than any legal reforms. 
Of course, the Pennsylvania plan 
will not work IOO per cent of the time. 
No human scheme does that. Political 
democracy has several centuries of 
trial and experience back of it, yet ev­ 
en now it sometimes makes wretched 
blunders, and exhibits such incredible 
stupidity as to fill its champions with 
despair. But the only real alternative 
to democracy is autocracy, and con­ 
templating the workings of that de­ 
vice of the evil one, democratic short­ 
comings seem blessed and profitable 
by comparison.
